Inquest Tuesday Night In 
Death Of Butcher At 
Lumbering Community 


A coroner’s inquest into the apparent 
suicide of George W. Smith, Camino 
butcher, found dead Monday afternoon 
at his living quarters in the rear of his 
establishment at Camino, will be held 
this (Tuesday) evening, at the court- 
\ house. 

Smith, apparently, shot himself in 
the head with a .45 calibre Colt’s pis- 
tol about three o’clock Monday after- 
noon as Deputy Sheriff William Bath- 
urst sped to his home to serve a war- 
rant charging him with disturbing the 


peace. 

The complaint upon which the war- 
rant was based had been preferred a 
few hours earlier by Mrs. Smith, to 
whom the.butcher left a note be- 
queathing “every rag I possess.” 

Officials report Smith had _ resided 
at Camino approximately two years 
and that his principal difficulties ap- 
peared to arise through too much li- 
quor. 

Apparently under the influence of 
liquor Monday, he is said to have 
threatened to kill himself and is re- 
ported to have fired the pistol once in 
the presence of his wife, discharging

living quarters. 

Fearing that he might carry out his 
threat, Mrs. Smith sought a warrant 
for his arrest on charges of disturbing 
the peace and Deputy Sheriff Bath-

3 Kidnapers Flee

Suspects In Largest Cash 
Robbery In U. S. History 
Cow Guards And Escape 


SYRACUSE, N. Y. 
convicted as members of the gang that 
kidnaped John J. O'Connell, Jr. in 1933 
and suspected participants in the larg- 
est cash robbery in United States his- 
tory, cowed four guards with a smug- 
gled revolver today and escaped from 
the Onandago county penitentiary. 

The men are John J. Oley, Percy 
(Baby Face) Geary and Harold (Red) 
Crowley. They were federal prisoners, 
convicted under the “Lindbergh Law” 
in the abduction of O’Connell from Al- 
bany, N. Y. They were being held in 
the county penitentiary at Jamesville 
pending outcome of appeals. 

In addition to the kidnaping, they 
were linked to a $427,950 holdup of an 
armored car in New York. 

Because the men were federal pris- 
oners, G-men joined state police and 
local officers in patrolling main roads 
and guarding bridges to Canada. Their 
orders were to “shoot to kill.”

To Build Main Line And Connecting Sewers With Disposal 
Plant At Westerly Town Limits 


The City of Placerville will open bids November 29 on a contract for the first 
unit of the projected sewer improvement on which construction must be started 
rot later than December 11. 

At an adjourned meeting of the council on Monday evening, when bids 
were opened on the purchase of the city’s $50,000 sewer bond issue, it was 
found that the bid submitted by Donellan & Company, Dean, Witter and 


*Company, was most acceptable and the 
bonds were ordered sold to that bid- 
| der. 


The bonds will bear interest at three 
'and one-half per cent, maturing as ad- 
| vertised in the notice to bidders, and 
| brought the city a premium of $1,918 
lon the $50,000 issue. 


| Other bidders were Kaiser and Com- 
pany, and Lawson, Levy and Williams. 
| Following acceptance of the bid, the 
; council met with Engineer Harry N.

This will consist of a 4,400-foot sec- 
tion extending from Washington Street 
to the easterly city limits, approxi- 
mately parallel to Hangtown Creek 
‘and following the creek bank, which 
will be piped with connections for ex- 
isting users and with provisions for ad- 
ditionay new connections.

Bloc Seeking Economies, 
Business Betterment 


(W—Sen.. Pat Har- 
chairman of the pow- 
committee, today stepped 
‘into leadership of a congressiunal drive 
for government retrenchment and tax 
‘reduction. 


Harrison outlined his views regard- 
ing revision of the undistributed pro- 
fits tax, probably early next year, and 
said he hoped that Congress would 
stand firmly for reduction of emer- 
gency relief expenditures.

A campaign led by the congressional 
bloc that smashed President Roosevelt’s 
supreme court program threatened the 
administration with a new test of 
strength by demanding immediate aid 
to the nation’s business. 

The drive, which attracted some not- 
able recruits from democratic ranks, 
overshadowed immediate senate con- 
flict over consideration of an anti- 
lynching bill and committee delay in 
both houses on farm and labor legis- 
lation.

FAILURE TO DIM LIGHTS 
MAY DRAW FINE 
OF $50 


California motorists who refuse to 
dim their headlights when meeting on- 
coming vehicles today were warned by 
Chief E. Raymond Cato of the Califor- 
nia Highway Patrol that they are vio- 
lating the law. 

“Calling attention to the dimming law 
passed by the 1937 legislature and now 
in full effect, Chief Cato said: 


“Under this new provision the dim- 


ming of headlights passes out of the | 


‘courtesy code’ and becomes a part of 
the motor vehicle code. 


“Glaring headlights have become a 
glaring violation of the law and rules 
of the road. Officers of the patrol have 
been instructed to watch for those who 
refuse to dim their headlights and by 
this refusal imperil other motorists.” 

The new law specifies that head- 
lights be dimmed when the motorists 
approach within 500 feet of the on- 
coming vehicle and that they remain 
dimmed until the vehicles have pas-

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TUBERCULOSIS DEATHS IN 
STATE SHOW GAIN 
DURING YEAR 


A striking increase in tuberculosis 


in California will be recorded for 1937 | 


if figures reported at the close of the 


year follow the trend of the figures re- | 


ported for the first three months, ac- 


cording to an announcement received | 
today from the California Tuberculosis , 


association. The announcement states: 

“A total of 1,385 deaths from ali 
forms of tuberculosis occurred in Cali- 
fornia during the first three months of 


|the present year, according to a re- 


port just received from the Bureau of 


Vital statistics of the State Depart-. 


ment of Public Health. This is an in- 


crease of 129 deaths over the number | 


reported for the first three months of 
last year. During the past seven years 


| since 1930, an average of 1330 deaths 
‘from tuberculosis have occurred each 


year during January, February and 
March. It is seen that this year’s fig- 
ures exceed even this high average by 
55 deaths. 

“If reported deaths for the balance 
of this year follow this same upward 
trend, it is estimated that approxi- 
mately 5,100 tuberculosis deaths will be 
recorded for the entire year, raising 
the tuberculosis death date for the 


state to 78.5 deaths per 100,000 persons , 


living in California. In 1936 only 4,- 
§18 deaths occurred, while the’ death 
rate was down to 72.3. The estimated 
rise represents an increase of over eight 
per cent.
